11.  BRIEF  SUMMARY  AND  ANALYSIS

Observers  watched  st?r  like  objects  in  various  parts  of 
sky.  One  object  was  in  the  !IE  and  the  other  was  in  the 
western  sky.  The  observers  reported  the  objects  as  being 
white,  red,  and  green  flashing  hovering  lights.  The 
objects  did  not  disappear  while  they  were  being  v;atched. 
One  of  the  observers  was  personrally  contacted  and  on  the 
night  he  was  questioned  he  was  asked  if  he  could  see  the 
object  on  this  night.  He  said  he  could  and  then  pointed 
out  the  star  Capella  as  the  object  he  had  been  watching 
for  several  nights. 

The  description  is  consistent  with  that  of  an  astronomical 
observation.  Capella  wasifinitely  identified  as  one  of
